PARIS (AP) — North 
Vietnam demanded today 
that the United States stop 
being “elusive” and agree 
“rapidly” to'end all bomb- 
ing and other attacks on 
its territory. 

The United States, striking 
back at North Vietnamese pres- 
sure on this issue, demanded in 
turn to know whether the 
government of President Ho Chi 
Minh is “prepared to acknowl- 
edge the presence of North 
Vietnamese army personnel in 
South Vietnam.” 

U.S. Ambassador W. Averell 
Harriman was reported to have 
pressed the troop issue on North 
Vietnamese Ambassador Xuan 
Thuy. in a 2,400-word statement, 
delivered from time to time in 
angry -tones,

ASKED RESTRAINT 

“You have said a great deal 
about bombing cessation,’’ Har- 
riman told Thuy. ‘‘The president 
of the United States has said 
that-the present limited bomb+ 
ing could come to an early end 
if our restraint is matched by 
restraint on the other side. 

“And so, I would like to ask 
you again a question which you 
have not yet answered: What 
restraint will you ‘take . to 
contribute to peace in Viet- 
nam?” 

The Harriman and Thuy 
statements were released by 
their offices, and their spokes- 
men gave correspondents their 
respective accounts of how the 
meeting had gone.

Big Crowds 
Greet PM . 


In Toronto 


TORONTO (CP) — Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau was 
followed by huge crowds. that 
pushed and buffeted him 
today when he officially 
launched his campaign for the 
dune 25 federal election. 

Tn a 24-hour whirlwind tour 
of three Toronto-area ridings, 
the prime minister spoke to 
an estimated 2,009 persons at 
a north-end shopping plaza 
and@ campaigned on main 
streets in two other areas. 

Everywhere he was met by 
Ta crowds. The always- 
smittng Liberal leailer shook 
hundreds .of hands and got 
almost a&’ many hugs and 
kisses from frantic teeny- 
boppers. 

The highlight came at 
Crang Piaza, his first stop, 
where the crowd pressed 
against Mr. Trudeau in such 
numbers that he was stopped 
dead in his tracks for several 
minutes, .- 

He had to be lifted bodily 
from the throng onto a small 
platform, his hair and clothes 
dishevelled. 5

PARIS — President 
Charles de Gaulle cut short 
a state visit to Romania 
today to fly home to a 
country facing near-par- 
alysis as wildcat strikes 
spread into public services. 

De Gaulle had not been sched- 
uled to réturn to Paris until 
Sunday night from his Roma- 
nian visit, but French sources 
accompanying the president 
said he will fly home tonight to

Strikers pememled more than 
100 factories as students and 
workers. defied the government 
in the greatest social upheaval 
in France since the end of the 
Second World War. Red flags 
flew from some of the factories. 

Agitation seemed at a peak in 
southwestern France and 


around Paris. 

Information Minister Georg? 
Gorse, in a surprise télevision 
broadcast today, said that 
“steps will be taken so that citi- 
zens will suffer the least possi- 
ble from this attempt.at pres- 
sure on the government." But 
he gave no details on what the 
government planned to do to 
stem the unrest. 

The state railway manage- 
ment said early today that traf- 
fic was stopped on most subur- 
ban lines around the capital. 
Subway and bus traffic in Paris 
appeared to be diminishing. 
USE ARMY TRUCKS 

The government hastily put a 
fleet of army trucks into action 
between the capital and the 
main suburbs. 

Although labor union federa- 
tions—have- refrained from is- 
suing a general strike order, 
workers went on strike sponta- 
neously throughout the country.

(3) In international conferences on education, a subject 
concerning which provinces have domestic jurisdiction, 
Canadian delegations should normally be headed by provincial 
ministers or, as appropriate, by other persons acceptable to all 
concerned, for example, leading university figures, and should 
include ministers of education or officials of interested 
provinces. 

(4) Where the meeting is one of ministers from French- 
speaking countries with responsibilities in the educational field, 
the head of the delegation should normally be a Quebec 
minister or, where appropriate, a minister of ariother province 
with a large French-speaking population. The delegation should, 
in any case, include, in the capacity of delegate or adviser, 
Ha ra from provinces with substantial francophone popu- 
ations,

(5) In meetings on educational matters, the Council of 
Ministers of Education should be consulted in order to obtain 
agreement on a satisfactory delegation; in the case of UNESCO 
meetings, liaison should’ also be continued with the Canadian 
National Commission for UNESCO. 

(6) The role of the Council of Ministers of Education in the 
process of selecting delegations should be strengthened. 

(7) Federal officials shoukl normally be attached to 
Canadian delegations to international meetings on education to 
advise on foreign policy and other issues of concern to the 
federal government. 

(8), The general guidance provided by the government to 
Canadian delegations attending international meetings - on 
education should not deal with education matters as such but 
be limited to questions with foreign policy implications, 
Canadian budgetary contributions, and any other matters of 
federal concern which may be under consideration. The position 
to be followed on educational matters as such should be for 
decision by provincial governments, or, as appropriate, by the 
Council of Ministers of Education. 

(9) Canadian delegations to international meetings on 
education should take into account in an appropriate manner 
the bilingual character of Canada. At the same time the 
interests of Canadians whose mother tongue is neither English 
nor French should also be given appropriate recognition. 

(10) Canadian delegations to international. meetings on 
‘technical matters concerning which both the federal and 
provincial governments share domestic jurisdiction should 
follow, in taking account of both federal and provincial 
interests, the general principles outlined in Federalism and 
International Relations."* 

In putting forward the above suggestions with respect to 
participation in international conferences and programs of 
external aid and co-operation, the government wishes to

The first meetings in Paris 
this week of U.S. and North 
Vietnamese representatives 
did little to allay fears that 
peace negotiations will be 
prolonged and frustrating. 


Each side laid down goals 
the other could find impos- 
sible to yield. However this 
was to be expected in the 
opening round; now the hard 
bargaining over details 
begins. 

Some took hope from the 
fact the North Vietnamese 
insistence on a halt to ‘U.S. 
bombing raids was not deliv- 
ered as an ultimatum. Fiexi- 
bility was noted in both 
positions, 

Hanoi’s position was stated 
first at the formal opening 
session Monday by the. chief 
Communist delegate Xuan 
Thuy. He called on the U.S. to 
follow up a bombing halt by 
ending “‘all other acts of war” 
against his country. 

Thuy, former North Viet- 
namese foreign minister, 
claimed the U.S.” had. been 
defeated in the war, which 
had been ‘‘condemned by both 


U.S. and- world public 
opinion.’ 
The U.S. response was 


made by Averell Harriman, 
who made no reference to the 
continued bombing below the 
20th parallel, but challenged 
the North Vietnamese to show 
good faith by exercising “re- 
straint” in its war effort. 

Harriman charged that in 
the past six weeks while 
peace overtures. were being 
discussed Hanoi had moved 
“substantial and _ increasing 
numbers of troops and sup- 
plies from the North to the 
South,

Harriman also claimed the 
use of regular North Viet- 


" namese army troops in the 


South was “‘a blatant violation 
of the Geneva accords,” 
which seemed a_ pointless 
debating tactic since neither 
side~ has paid much attention 
to the accords for many 
years, 

Asa first step toward de- 
escalating the war, Harriman 
proposed a restoration of the 
demilitarized buffer zone be- 
tween the two Vietnams and a 
“pulling apart’ of American 
and North Vietnamese forces. 

Harriman said the US. 
would withdraw its forces 
from Vietnam “when the level 
of violence subsides” and if 
Hanoi withdraws its troops 


Riotous Saint Willebrord 
“Upsets Staid Hollanders 


THE HAGUE .— Saint 
Willebrord is suffering from 
hangover — not the Roman 
Catholic saint who is supposed 
to have brought Christianity 
to Holland, but the village 
which bears his name. 

On a hot April night, when 
the temperature broke all 
records and rose to 87 degrees 
St. Willebrord exploded. Most 
of the male population: of the 
village nearly a thousand 
strong stormed the police 
station with the intention of 
razing it to the ground. The 
battle raged until dawn, 

Since then Holland has -been 
asking itself ““‘Why?” During 
the court case against some 
of the 17 arrested some of the 
answers have been given. But 
there is no guarantee that it 
will not happen again. 


Research Target 


St. Willebrord, a village 
near the Belgian border, has 
been-for years the target of 
sociologists and criminologists 
looking for research material. 
Its chief contribution to the 


Dutch social system is profes-~ 


sional| cyclists and profes- 
sional criminals. The rate of 
unemployment in the village 
is 27 per cent compared-with 
4 to 6 per cent in the 
surrounding area. 

In the past. there have been 
many attempts to analyse 
what makes’ St, Willebrord 
tick. It has even been seri- 


“ously suggested that the vil- 


lage should be wiped off the 
map and its population dis- 
tributed over the more civil- 
ized parts of the country. 

During the last few years 
cafes and bars have mush- 
roomed along the village 
street. Despite the unemploy- 
ment there is not much 
shortage of money. Twenty to 
30 glasses of beer is con- 
didered a normal evening's 
intake for the local inhabitant. 
Children of 12. and 13 are 
regularly picked up off the 
streets drunk. Anyone from 
the surrounding rural area 
looking for the high life 
makes automatically for St, 
Willebrord, 


Four Police 


To keep law and order the 
village relies on a force of 
four policemen. No amount of 
recruiting can get them more. 

On that hot Saturday night 
the trouble started when a 
policeman new to the area 
tried to show his teeth. A 25- 
year-old sergeant, known to 
the locals as ‘‘the moustache” 
arrested a boy with a motor- 
eycle who would not move on 
when told to do so. Within 
minutes the cafes and bars 
were empty,

A mob nearly a thousand 
strong marched on the police 
station and demanded the 
immediate release of the boy. 
The -police refused. The mob 
began to tear the cobblestones 
out of the streets and pelt the 
building. The four policemen 
trapped inside telephoned 


desperately to the nearest 
large town, Breda, for 
reinforcements. 


The reinforcements, only 35 
strong, arrived just in, time to 
prevent a lynching party. 
Armed with tear-gas grenades 
and long truncheons they set 
into the mob. Fifty tear-gas 
grenades and many hours 
later the mob ‘began to 
disperse. Five policemen were 
taken to hospital, having been 
hit. by cobblestones, beaten 
up, or affected by tear-gas 
grenades which the mob 
threw back: 


Holland was- shocked rigid 
by the riot. The minister of 
home affairs hurried down to 
the village on Monday, and 
special arrangements were 
made for the trial of the 17 
who were eventually arrested 
to be heid as soon as possible. 

It is normal in Holland to 
wait about two months before 
this kind of case comes to 
court. This time the Dutch 
wanted swift, hard justice to 
make sure that it did not 
happen again. : 


Many Gypsies 


What makes this village 
different? Perhaps the fact 
that most of its inhabitants 
are descended from gypsies 
and roving families who 
finally settled there. The 
immediate reason giveri for 
the riot was high unemploy- 
ment and consequent bore- 
dom, but the figures are 
deceptive. It is quite normal 
in St. Willebrord to draw 
unemployment money, and at 
the same time to do a little 
quiet work on the side. Such 
as smuggling butter and 
cigarettes over the border to 
Belgium, or brewing illicit 
gin, 


Most of the accused 
errested after the riot had the 
same defence. Why, they 
wanted to know, had they 
been arrested and not the 
others? What had they done 
that everyone else had not 
done? Most of them admitted 
to between 20 and 30 glasses 
of beer, and said that they 


~ had no idea what the trouble 


was about, It just seemed a 
good idea to take the police 
station to pieces. Several of 
them had been registered as 


alcoholics before the age of 
20. 


The public prosecutor has 
asked for sentences varying 
between a couple of months 
and a year, combined with a 
long period of supervision for 
all by an organization for the 
curing of alcoholism. 

It will be some weeks 
before the fina] sentences are 
passed. Meanwhile the minis- 
ter of home affairs, Mr. 
Polak, has been asked re- 
peatedly what he is going to 
do about the police super- 
vision in St. Willebrord. 
“There is not much I can do," 
says the minister with touch- 
ing honesty. It just seems that 
no one wants to be a 
policeman in St. Willebrord. 
Can you blame. them?

The red spider mite is not 
affected -by the DDT sprays 
thst havea devastating effect 
on most other insects, good 
and bad. 

In fact, when DDT was 
first recommended: to green- 
house operators as the sure- 
fire cure of all pest troubles, 
acres of greenhouse’ crops 
were lost to red spider mite 
when all ite predators were 
killed and the mite was able 
to reproduce withoyt natural 
controls, 


Millions Harmed 


Because someone gave it 
the eommon narfie of red 
spider mite, millions of harm- 
less spiders: have been doused 
with poisons and hundreds of 
plants demaged or killed with 
sprays, in .an* attempt to 
destroy a pest that was never 
present, 

One. thing a red spider mite 
camot- tolerate is a spot of 
water, which is fortynate for 
gardeners in this area. 

Our naturally damp coastal 
climate, generally high rela- 
tive humidity, and the mornal 
concentration of predators, 
keep, ted spider mite popula- 
tion urder control providing 
DUT, if used at. all, is used 
with disrretion. 

The only time the mite 
becomes bothersome is during 
an extended spell of hot 
weather and low humidity 
when the gardener is away 
for three weeks on vacation. 

When the gardener is at 
home and conditions are per- 
fect for mite infestation, all 
that is needed is to wet down 
the plants (usually the coni- 


| fers) with clear water once or 


twice a week, 


Likes Heat 


Only when the mite popula- 
tion is allowed to build-up to 
infestation proportions do we 
see the damage done to the 


“plants and have to resort to 


poisons in _ order to gain 
control. 

It is the hot, dry conditions 
in the average home, and in 
unattended small greenhouses, 


that give this mite opportunity 


| to do so much damage to 


potted plants. 

Recent investigations under 
eastern climatic conditions 
indicate that severe-infesta- 
tiors of mites can survive an 
unusually wet July providing 
no winds accompany the rainy 

in other words, 
weather. 

This has led to the recom- 
mendation that all plants with 
a tight foliage, such as 
ornamental garden _canifers, 
should rot be planted close to 
buildings or in wind-free 
corners.

Q. How ean I bring back a 
jaurel hedge to a lower height 
after it has been neglected for 
some time?—H.T.D.,. Duncan, 
B.C, 

A. Laurel must be pruned 
with hand secateurs to. avoid 
cutjing the large leaves which 
will die back if damaged. 
Suggest you. start by cutting 
out the longest pieces first, 
making the cut well down into 
the hedge. 

Then take out the longest 
which remain, and continue 
‘until the hedge is somewhere 
near the desired height. A top 
dressing of compost over the 
rout area and slow watering 
from a soaker may be needed 
to start new growth. Do this 
before midsummer. :

The young mites are pinkish 
in color with the usual six 
lees that identify true insects. 
By the time they reach 
advithood another pair of legs 
has developed for a total of 
eient, thus changing the 
classification to a mite. 

At this stage the color has 
also changed fo a range 
between yellow and green, 
sometimes with a trace of 
orange, out never a true red 
as imptied by the common 
neme. 

Webs are messy, mealy- 
looking affairs under the 
protection of which the eggs 
are laid and the young reared. 
There ig a new generation 
every 20 to 30 days. Outdoors 
the adults overwinter in the 
soil ana in rough bark. 


Easity Damaged 


A fairly heavy stream of 
water 1s needed to destroy the 
webs, but the gardener must 
never use a jet sufficient to 
damage young foliage, espe- 
cially on the finer ornamental 
conifers whose foliage is so 
easily damaged by heavy 
rains or gale force winds. 

The red spider mite feeds 
by piercing the foliage and 
drawing out the sap. It does 
not eat the foliage, therefore 
is not affected by poisons 
spreed on the surface. 

Like the aphides, the mites 
Have to be hit by a contact 
insecticide, or in districts 
where no food plants are 
growing anywhere in the 
vicinity of the garden, by 
systemic insecticides _ which 
poison the sap within the 
plants. 

Infected foliage has a 
mottled grey to yellowish look 
and the entire plant presents 
a brownish sickly appearance, 
the foliace lacking the lustre 
of a healthy specimen. 


Root Fungus 

Many local gardeners blame 
the red spider mite for 
damage to conifers of the 
Chamaecyparis lawsoniana 
ercup which suffer progres- 
sive drying and dying of the 
foliage from the bottom 
upwards. 

This condition is caused by 
Phytopthora root rot fungus 
which is spreading rapidly 
through gardens on southern 
Vancouver Island. 

The Phytophthora fungus is 
in the soil and follows the-flow 
of soil water from one garden 
to another, and no amount of 
spraying with insecticides (or 
witn fungicides for that 
mutter) will save the doomed 
plants, 

The fact that gardeners are 
wasting gallons of insecticides 
to control a pest that is 
presumed to be present when 
the trouble is a soil fungus, 
increases the pollutian of soil 
water and streams, and 
creates an unnecessary build 
up of poisons in the soil that 


can have harmful effects on || 


the gardener and his. family. 

It just emphasizes the 
necessity of having the pest or. 
disease icentified by a trained 
specialist before reaching for 
a bottle of poison.

Few Authors Win 
Praise From Critic 


THE, REPUBLIC OF 
CHILDHOOD: A Critical 


In ‘this definitive work, 
Sheila Egoff has produced a 
cogent, unsentimental evalua- 
tion of Canada’s 
to children's literature in Eng- 
lish, without the misplaced 


patriotism that might praise _ 


the unworthy. 

Concentrating on the bulk of 
books “produced since 1950 
rather than on the historical 
development, she devotes 
chapters to the different kinds 
of children’s books, from 
history and biography to 
Indian legends, folk tales, and 
the many varieties of fiction. 
Concisely annotated bibliogra- 
phies follow each chapter. 

Her standards are high. 
Each chapter defines qual- 
fty by citing specific passages 
from the books in its cate 
gory. And Miss Egoff writes 
with such verve, acuteness of 
judgment, and perception of 
‘the genuine, that her own 
book comes up to her stan- 
dards. 

Praise is sparse, reserved 
primarily for the few books— 
like Mowatt’s Owls in Family, 
and Barbeau'’s The Golden 
Phoenix — which aré intrin- 
sically Canadian, yet .univer- 
sal. She feels quality is 
lacking largely in the areas of 
fantasy and other truly crea- 
tive fiction; historical books 
on the whole are stronger. 

The publishers’ series 
books, however, written by 
formula, with pseudo-history, 
papier-mache characters, and 
poverty-stricken vocabulary, 
are exposed as nearly worth 
less. ‘ 

Her encouragement of only 
. the. best .writing for childred 
may seem harsh, but it offers 
the only. assessment of any 
value “to those interested in 
children’s reading. 

Although “Christie “Harris” 
newest book, Forbidden Fron- 
tier, was published after The 
Republic of Childhood, Miss 
Egoff’s chapter on. historical 
fiction provides a good basis 
for its evaluation:

“By and large, Canadian : 


historical fiction for children 
is a succession of failures,” 
says Miss Egoff. Forbidden 
Frontier, unhappily, is no 
exception. 


In trying to dramatize the 
impact of white culture on the 
Indians of the West, Ts. 
Harris creates two girls—Alli- 
son, the daughter of a Haida 
Chieftainess and a Hudson’s 
Bay Chief Trader, and Megon, 
the daughter of farmers who 
come to B.C. in the Cariboo 
gold rush. The girls, after 
being followed separately, are 
drawn together in a melo- 
dramatic intrigue and flight to 
save the half-breed boy Alli- 
son loves, who is accused of 
murder. 


The attitudes shown by and 
toward Indian and White 
represent the full historical 
spectrum; research Mrs. Har- 
ris did for her earlier books, 
Raven’s Cry, about the Haidas, 
and Oariboo ‘Trail about. the 
1862 gold rush, provided the 
needed background. 


But she does not ‘create 
believable young people. Much 
more is needed than the 
exclamation marks, sighs, and. 
flashing eyes that seem 
ubiquitous. The adults, par- 
ticularly the four parents, are 
much..more convincing, as if 
only the petulance of the 
young need be overwritten. 


The Republic of _Ciiidhood 
has this to offer to Forbidden 
Frontier: “Simplicity goes 
with artistic integrity.”

Her handling of the death of 
Anne Neville, Richard’s wife, 
is particularly striking as the 
Queen dies surrounded by her 
women who-watch in terror as 
the sky darkens under an 
eclipse of the sun. 

The big test of this type of 
novel is the way the conversa- 
tions are handled. 

Admittedly, Mrs. Palmer 
writes in the tradition of Sir 
Walter Scott in- that her 
characters -have modern sen- 
sibilities dnd react to the 
events in a way that would be 
foreign to the medieval mind:

Bennett’s Old Black Magic 


Tt’s still not the same 
fire-eater we used to know but 
Premier Bennett showed just 
a few flashes 
of his old po- 
litical magic 
a couple of 
days ago 
when he 
wound up the 
Social Credit 
campaign in 
the Van 
couver, South 
byelec tion. 
For several 
years now he’s been - acting 
like a comfortable fat cat who. 
never had to stir from his 


haunches. Gone were « the 
dramatic ‘‘second jooks” of 
his earlier days when he 


responded quickly to public 
moods and nowhere in sight 
were the radical approaches 
he used to take in solving his 
political problems, 

He had become so solidly 
established in ‘the myth of his 

‘own worth and invincibility 
that he even spoke of press 
criticism more {n sorrow than 
in the furious anger he 
displayed so well in winning a 
few extra underdog votes. 

Well his Tuesday nicht rally 
was in the same old tired 
mold but Thursday was a 
little different. 

After eight years of spitting 
in the face of public criticism 
over the dual education and 
labor portfolios, he has finally 
taken his second look and 
promised they'll be split 
“sooner than you think,” 


* 

(Of course, since everybody 
thought it would take forever 
that promise still leaves him 
plenty of latitude — but that’s 
just another sign that his 
wily ways are reviving.) 

After seeing Mr. Bennett's 
lips tremble and his eyes. fill 
with tears — almost like 
clockwork — whenever refer- 
ring to some of his colleagues 
in the past several months, it 
seems his languishing ruth- 
Jessness has taken a new 
lease of life if Leslie Peterson 
can be believed that he had no 
advance warning whatever his 
portfolios -are about to be 
sundered. 

The. same nostalgia that 
comes when one hears a 
familiar tune from one's 
youth accompanied ‘the pre- 
mier’s vehement denunciation 
of the “press barons’ trying 
to poison the ordinary people 
against him. 

That's the. kind of lusty 
music that only a live poli- 
tician can: sing, 

But why has he come back 
from the twilight zone? 

It could be simply the 
jealousy that all elders have 
for. young swingers — and 
there’s been’ that 48-year-old 
hippie in the real prime 
minister’s office to rub it into 
Mr. Bennett's ego. 

® 

But more likely, it’s the 
Vancouver South byelection 
itself that has aroused these 
signs of life — and they're 
still meagre enough. 

Just as there’s nothing like 
the smell of victory to excite 
those in the political wilder- 
ness, there’s nothing like the 
smell of defeat to make the 
rusty adrenalin glands start 
clanking again in an old and 
smug political machine. 

And that’s what Socreds 
may have to face Tuesday 
after the byelection votes are 
counted — defeat; and even 
the possibility of stunning 
defeat. 

If the government manages 
to hang onto the seat with 
Jacklustre candidate George 
Wainborn, it will be because 
of Mr. Bennett's sudden 
activity before and behind the 
scenes in the past week. 

Even the Socreds admit that 
during the early’part of the 
campaign they were definitely 
running well behind NDP 
candidate Norman Levi and 
possibly mot much ahead of 
the Liberal's (some) hope 
Sandy Robertson, 


Now they’re privately pre- 
dicting that it .will be a 
squeaker but that Mr. Wain- 
born will take it if the vote is 
heavy and perhaps lose it if 
the vote is light. 

That's hardly optimism in a 
seat where the government 
had a margin of almost 4,000 
votes’ over the runner-up 
barely 18 months ago. 

Independent observers think 
that Mr. Levi will win Tues- 
day and the NDP is certain of 
it — some even think _pri- 
vately that there will be a 
landslide in their-favor. 

There’s some compelling 
evidence that Mr. Levi — who 
was the NDP candidate the 
last time in the riding, is past 
president of the provincial 
NDP party and infinitely 
better-known in the riding 
than his opponents — has the 
edge. 

For one thing, this cam- 
paign has been fought on the 
front lawns and doorsteps and 
that’s where Mr. Levi. is 
strongest, 

e 


The NDP has completed 
three house-to-house can- 
vasses of the riding and 
they’ve identified their sup- 
porters, opponents and those 
who don’t care that much. 

But the interesting thing is 
that they report a surprisingly 
high proportion of ‘‘don’t 
cares” became “‘maybes”’ the 
second time they were visited 
and were so impressed by the 
trouble the party took to 
make personal contact that 
they become ‘‘supporters” on 
the third canvass. 

And with their block-by- 
block check sheets to help 
organize a voting-day turnout, 
they are confident that more 
than ever they ~will -; get 
practically every conceivable 
NDP vote to the polling booth. 
That's why the Socreds. vir- 
tually concede a loss if the 
turnout is relatively small, 

But the “sign war” has 
been the most telling. Each of 
the candidates (except for the 
Republican Party’s kibitzer) 
has concentrated heavily on 
persuading people to put up 
one of their signs on the front 
lawn and never has a provin- 
cial campaign seen so many 
signs sprout along the streets. 

Mr. Levi has some 400 large 
four-by-eight-feet signs up and 
about 00. two-by-four-foot 
smaller’signs sticking up from 
the grass—triple the number 
raised by his’’6pponents. It

the NDP workers. 


The riding is a good testing 
ground for the government's 
popularity. It ‘stretches two 
miles deep across the eight- 
mile-long southern flank of 
Greater Vancouver and_ its 
inhabitants’ fall into the low 
and middle income groups 
sprinkling of 
wealthy estates—where even 
the Levi signs have penetrated. 

That’s why the government, 
undoubtedly disturbed by the 
poor initial] showing, has 
stepped up its drive in the last 
few days in the hopes that the 
NDP drive has already 
“peaked” while the Socreds 
continue climbing back to the 
top up until the polls open. 

The Liberals are expected 

to suffer a serious setback in 
the minor revival they had 
going early in the campaign 
as a result of Ray Perrault’s 
decision to drop the provincial 
leadership to go into federal 
politics. 
. Both the Socreds and NDP 
have laughed hard about it 
but undoubtedly ‘both are 
worried about its significance 
too, 

Because there’s no disguis- 
-Ing the fact! that what Mr. 
Perrault really was doing was 
making way for a change in 
the leadership. 

It is significant that he 
became leader in 1959 only 
because no one else wanted it 
and he felt duty-bound to 


stand by the party. 

It is also significant that he 
hadn't finished announcing his 
resignation when the first hat 


was thrown into the ring by 
Vancouver-Point Grey MLA 
Dr. Pat McGeer. 

It appears now that all four 
Liberal MLAs will be seeking 
the leadership and they will 
be challenged for the job by 
some prominent outsiders— 
probably even the national 
president of the Liberals, 
Senator John Nichol, who has 
the .background, intelligence 
and money to give anyone, in 
any party, a pretty good run. 

Obviously, the Liberals 
believe that the government 
star is in an_ irreversible 
decline and they are in a 
hurry to revamp their image 
so they can present a more 
credible alternative than the 
NDP. 

s 

If the Socreds do get 
whomped Tuesday it will be a 
clear sign that the Liberal 
assessment is correct. It will 
also be clear that they won't 
be ready this year. 

In the old days, that would 
have spelled out one certainty 
—a snap election call by 
Premier Bennett. 

If the government does lose 
Vancouver South and the old 
artful dodger fails to call an 
election this year—say Sept. 
9—then those flashes of the 
old fire we saw this week can 
be considered the last sputter- 
ing of a spent flame and 
anyone seeking some excite- 
ment in provincial politics 
again will have to look to 
someone else to provide it. 

That goes for the Socred 
lookers as well as those in the 
other parties.

.... Wend Their Way to a 100-Year Anniversary 


Saanichton, the heart of the Saanich Peninsula, is the 
‘site of another favorite Peninsula attraction—the Saanichton 
Fair. Few Victorians realize it was acfually founded 100 
years ago. The story is here told by Brock Clayards, a 
1i-year-old Grade XI student at Claremont Senior Secondary 
School. It appears as he wrote it in a school assignment 
which impressed his hers and led to its submission for 
publication here.

On the morning of the 
first Saturday of October, 
1868, a sturdy Indian war 
canoe was moving to the 
rhythm of four paddles 
manned by men of the 
Tsartlip reservation. The 10 
passengers, George Thomas, 
J. T. Mclimoyle, P..Imery, 
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T. Brown, Henry Simpson, 
Duncan Lidgaie, Thomas 
Michell, George Butler, Wil- 
liam Turgoose.and William 
Thomson were not on a war 
party, nor were they fish- 
ing. They were going to a 
fair. 

The year before this, the 
residents of Maple Bay had 


held a very successful fair. * 


The delegation from Saanich 
were on their way to see 
what the people of Maple 
Bay had accomplished, 

On their arrival, they 
were royally welcomed and 
wined and dined by the 
community. After observing 
the goings on, they re- 
turned, 

. 


En _ route, in a somewhat 
more mellow mood, they 
came upon the idea to hold 
their-own fair. That day in 
the war canoe, the North 
and South Saanich Agricul- 
tural Society was formed. 
Mr. Butler was named 
secretary, and Mrs. Brown 
was the first president. In 
~addition, each of the 10 men 
contributed five dollars as 
prize money,. quite a sum 
for those’ days. 

In two weeks the first fair 
was ready. It was to be held 
in Mr. Brown's fafm, just 
beyond the present Experi- 
mental Farm, near what is 
now McTavish Road. 

The early fairs were a 
joyful occasion. for all .the 
family. Mother and daugh- 
ter worked for weeks in 


advance in their domestic 
and kitchen preparations. 
Father and son were out in 
the fields harvesting their 
best grain- and «selecting 
their prize vegetables. 
On-fair day, usually a 
Saturday or Sunday after 
the harvest, all the families 
from ; around the peninsula 
would gather on the fair- 


grounds and the fun would . 


begin. 
® 

There would be a table set 
aside for the exhibition—of 
grains: and vegetables. An- 
other bench would feature 
women’s work such as. tubs 
of butter, pies, bread and 
embroidery and needlework. 
Always, in the middle of the 
barn or hall, there stood a 
large keg of beer for 
judging and sampling. In 
addition, each wagon car- 
ried an ample supply of 
cider and beer cooled under 
@ wet canvas cover. 

As the years passed, the 
fair changed location. After 
two years in Mr. Brown's 


barn, it moves to a spot 


near Bannockburn, the 
Thomson residence. After a 
short stay of two years, in 
1872 it was shifted to its 
present location in Saanich- 
ton, on the Hast Road.

The character of the fair 
changed as well. In 1892, 
horse —racing-—-was—intro= 
duced. By 1896, as nich. ‘as 
$25 prize money was beihg 
offered for each race. 
Racing ceased in 1913 and 


about 1939 the first saddle 
classes were introduced. 
From this developed the 
Saanichton. horse shows of 
today, an ever popular 
event at the fair, 
In the. early fifties, the 
carnival atmosphere began 
to. appear. Under the spon- 
sorship of the Kinsmen, 
rides 
were offered, The proceeds 
went to the next year’s fair 
and also to charity. These

HE ROWED FOR yong 
TO HELP BUILD CHURCH

On a sunny day in early 
June, 1885, men, women and 
children from the neighboring 
farms gathered in a small 
frame building on the Saanich 
Peninsula. 

They were there for the 
consecration of Holy Trinity 
Anglican Church, overlooking 
Patricia Bay, by Bishop 
George Hills of British Co- 
lumbia.

LONDON (CP) -- Anarchism, 
which indicts government as a 
plague of humanity, is enjoying 
new popularity in Britain, its 
supporters say. 

Tt always has been a de- 
cidedly minority movement but 
such current trends as growth 
of a tradition-hating ‘‘under- 
ground” in the art. world, 
apparent disenchantment in 
some quarters with politicians 
generally and fear of global war 
all_have combined to boost 
anarchism’s allure in this 
country. : 

Protests against the H-bomb 
and denunciations of the Viet- 
nam conflict often have an 
anarchist ring although those 
responsible may not belong to 
any particular anarchist group. 

One anarchist commentator 
contends there is a “feeling that 
all parties are the same and 
that all politicians are liars,’” 

Some of the highly diverse 
erop of present-day protesters 
may find anarchism, as a 
doctrine, too grey and affiliation 
with it or any other organized 
creed “‘a drag’’.

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This week's clash of 
Catholic opinion over the 
fate of St. Louis College 
is by no means unique. 
The same arguments, the 
same discussions, are tak- 
ing place in various 
North American cities, 
and the theme is. essen- 
tially the same:

A state of financial crisis 
harries the Catholic school 
program, The reasons for it 
are familiar 
enough to 
educators 
everywhere, 
In part, it is 
+ brought about 


; and building 
costs that steadily inorease, 
and the burden threatens to 
become Heavier than even the 
most devoted and willing dio- 
cese can sustain. 

Elsewhere, as in Victoria, 
we find Catholic churchmen of 
Bishop Remi De Roo's ex- 
tremely high calibre who face 
the situation perceptively and 
calmly—and at the other pole, 
traditionalists: who turn from 
the reality in something 
approaching anguish. 

And who can blame them? 
St. Louis College has served 
the Catholic community for 
well over a hundred years. 
It’s an institution, and the 
prospect of closure is under- 
standably dismaying. 

Yet here is Bishop De Roo, 
speaking in terms that cannot 
be misunderstood : 


“The problem is not ‘Could 
we raise enough to save St. 
Louis.’ The problem is, are 
we going to rally fast enough 
to save the rest of the 
schools?”

Inevitably, in the search for 
a solution, the matter of 
government refusal to grant 
state aid to separate schools 
is -raised. 


‘The provincial government - 


was castigated in. the course 
of the Thursday night meeting 
at which Bishop-De Roo spoke 
so bluntly. 

Similarly, when the school 
crisis was emphasized by 
Msgr. James C. Donohue, 
director of education for the 
U.S. Catholic Conference, his 
critics “urged the need. of 
government grants. 

One proposal, according to 
The \Natjonal Catholic Re- 
porter for May 15, was that 
education grants similar to 
those made to Gls be given to 
parents of children in  non- 
public elementary and secon- 
dary schools. 

I think it unlikely that any 
‘American government will 
offer such aid. In Canada, 
Ontario with its large French 
Canadian population, has 
approved separate school 
grants, but British Columbia 
has made no move to follow 
suit. : 

Nor do I think B.C. is likely 
to. Non-Catholic opposition 
would be strong and instant; 
and—in any case, a govern- 
ment that determinedly 
scrimps its public schools is 
unlikely to bestow largesse on 
‘educational side-issues.

I have listened to more than 
one who holds this view. They 
felt that the quality of the 
education meted out to their 
children was uneven (a com-. 
plaint I have also heard from 
parents of public school stu- 
dents) and that religious 
exercise, intruded unduly on 
time badly needed for cur- 
ricula. that demand increas- 
ingly more of the child. 

One father; himself separate- 
school educated, expressed 
himself as against segregation 
on religious grounds or any 
other. If he had it to do again, 
he told me, his children would 
attend public school on taxes. 

Certainly by present indica- 
tions, “a heavy majority’ of 
Victoria Catholics do not take 
kindly to the thought that , 
their schools are dying from 
lack of financial nourishment. 

Nevertheless, that’s the pic- 
ure as their shrewd and able 
bishop sees it. . . and-as it is 
revealing itself elsewhere. 

This decade has seen sig- 
nificant changes on‘ all Cath- 
olic fronts, not merely in the 
field of education, The “local 
problem is part of a far 
larger one, which is not going 
to be solved in the narrow 
context of any single com- 
munity.

Neptunes Depart, 
Argus Take Over

CFB COMOX—A single 

Argus ~ aircraft streaked 
over the hangar areas as 
Rear-Admiral J. A. Charles 
pulled a cord to remove a 
flag from the side of an- 
other Argus on the ground. 

As the flag dropped from the 
fuselage it revealed the crest of 
the Argus on the nose_of the 
plane. The airforce’s 407 Squad- 
ron had said hello to it and 
goodbye to the Neptune. 

Flown since 1955 as the west 
coast’s anti-submarine detection 
plane, the Neptunes were re- 
tired Friday in favor of the 
larger and farther-reaching~CC 
106 Argus. 

Base personnel and- hundreds 
OL guesis galierea veiore a Gals 
flanked by two of the aircraft 
and backed by a Neptune to 
witness the final ceremony. 

As Rear Admiral Charles, 
commander of maritime forces 


first of four Argus flew past. 
Wearing full ceremonial uni- 
form with medals and sword, 
the rear-admiral said goodbye 
to the Neptune and congratu- 
lated the men of 407 Squadron 
for keeping them operating so 
well, ° 


He said all forces are ‘‘dedi- 
cated to ‘the protection of our 
territorial integrity. 


“We want to be a sovereign- 


nation ,.. to make sure we as 
Canadians have control of our 
country. The Argus aircraft 
permits us to survey the area 
for which we are_responsible.”’ 

After unveiling the plaque, the 
official party entered a hangar 
where the rear-admiral cut a 
ceremonial cake. 

As he did so the Neptune 
pilots paid a sentimental fare- 
well to their planes in a series 
of flypasts, putting them 
through steep climbs and tight 
turns over the hangars. 

Alternately the Argus crews 
flew over, putting on a minor 
airshow with some of them just 
barely moving through the air 
on only two of the planes’ four 
propellors. 

BAND PRESENT = 

The CFB Esquimalt’ band, 

flown up for the occasion, 


played throughout _ the ‘cere- 


mony.. 
The larger Argus, which has a 
patrol duration of more than 24 


hours aloft, was transferred to 
Comox from the base at Green- 


wood, Nova Scotia. 

The plane will provide the 
maritime command with wider 
surveillance, reconnaissance and 
intelligence gathering operations 
not possible with the medium 
range Neptune. 

With a wing span of 142 feet 
and length of 128 feet {com- 
pared with wings of 101 feet and 
length of 91 feet for the 
Neptune) the subniarine hunter 
can travel more than 750 miles 
from base for- a patrol and 
return with enough fuel for a 
500 mile diversion. 

She carries the most up-to- 
date detection and attack equip- 
ment and spacious facilities for 
a crew of 10 or 11.

A WOMAN'S 
VIEWPOINT 


By Pat Dufour 


One 6f the greatest assets to our province's 
tourist industry is Japanese-made . . . or, to be more 
correct, of Japanese origin. Ask any American 
tourist and you'll probably be told that one of the 
“musts” on their list is a meal of oysters. 


This seafood delicacy becomes almost a standard diet to 
those of us who have the boating bug. Oysters cram our 
coastlines and those of the Gulf Islands. Yet until oyster seed 
was imported from Japan years ago, to be sown in experimental 
beds, our only choice was a somewhat temperamental native 
rock oyster. 

The Japanese “‘imports’’ embraced their. new environment 
with enthusiasm. The experiment resulted: in an explosion. 
Tidal streams carried the seed throughout our waters. 

At least one innkeeper of my acquaintance has reason to 
bless the “invasion.” Ma Fairburn, whose husband “Cappy” 
ran the Lorne Hotel at Comox for many years, still tells of the 
American who thought he was in heaven when she fed him 
oysters for breakfast. : 


Guest Thought He Was in Heaven 


“T'd run out of supplies that morning so, as a last resort, I 
dashed down to the beach, scooped up enough oysters. for a 
serving, and went to it. He thought he was. getting the royal 
treatment and swore we should be in the Hilton chain!” 

This was years ago, but Americans still go ga-ga over this 
seafood star. . 

A-prime example of this was a party we met aboard a big 
American sloop while cruising on the mainland last summer. A 
man and his wife had about 12 youngsters aboard, two of their 
own, the rest being young lads eager to be initiated into the art 
of sailing. They’d crossed the Strait the day before in a bit of a 
“duster” and the careful skipper had decided to stay alongside 
for a day in order to test gear and get his crew back in shape. 
Bored, the boys had worked off their surplus energy by 
gathering oysters. 

We'd hardly secured our own. lines and sails before two of 
them were aboard and politely asking how they could open the 
strange objects they'd collected so diligently. 

Within an hour we had ‘initiated them into the art of 
shucking, their “first mate’’ was trying out our recipe for 
oyster stew, and the rest of the “ship’s company”. were all on 
kitchen patrol, firing up kabachis that sizzled with oysters, 
steaming on’ the shell, Never have I seen so many oysters 
dunked with tabasco sauce, vinegar, salt and pepper, and 
downed in such a hurry! 


First Mate Gets a Lesson 


Before we set out for Princess Louie Inlet I'd given a | 
couple of my more leisurely oyster recipes to the first mate. 
‘These I usually keep for ‘on shore” meals. Her galley quarters 
being more spacious than ours, she assured me she'd try them 
both before they sailed back to Seattle. 

When you're tired of stew, or oysters fried in pancake 

batter or breadcrumbs, this casserole recipe is bound to be a 
.winner, Boil eight ounces of macaroni until tender, drain. 
Simmer a pint of oysters in their own liquor and set aside, 
Bring a can of mushroom soup to, simmering point, then add 
the oysters, macaroni, and a minced pimiento,. Next, add the 
oyster liquor and enough milk: to make.it up to a cupful, By 
now. your concoction should have a creamy consistency. 

Pout all of this into a greased casserole, top with a cup of 
buttered bread crumbs mixed with a half cup of grated cheese. 
Baked in a 400 degree oven until the crumbs are brown, the 
dish is one to have a gourmet in ecstasy. 

Any budgetwatching cook is wise to the advantages of 
meat loaf. Go one gtep further and try one made of oysters. 
It’s simple and out-of-this-world. 

You combine a half pint of oysters, 14% cups of toasted 
bread crumbs, oné tablespoon each of minced onion, butter and 
celery, a teaspoon of chopped parsley ‘and a beaten egg, all 
salted and peppered to taste, Form the combination into a loaf, 
sprinkle with. buttered. crumbs, then bake in a cov 
casserole in a medium oven for about 30 minutes. 

Maybe, if we're lucky, we'll meet that skipper and his crew 
somewhere along the cruising circuit this summer, am I'll be 
able to get the first mate's report on the recipes. 

Chances are, their ship will probably be carrying another 
crew of young tourists, eager to get their first taste of our 
Japanese imports.

MONTREAL (CP) "— If a 
traveller clearing customs 
would “regard the officer as a

Mr. Pilon, regional director 
for all Quebec customs opera- 
tions, says it’s not necessary, 
however, for any Canadian 
resident or tourist to tolerate 
rude behavior from a’ customs

“If a passenger runs_ into 
trouble with an officer, be it at 
an airport, train station or any 
other border point, he just has 
to ask for the senior officer.” 

A few simple rules and a little 
knowledge can make the border-

Dirty Joke’ Humor Decreasing 
As Sex Discussed More Freely 


“Dirty jokes are disappearing 
in direct proportion to today's 
open discussions of sex,” said 
Dr. Frederick Mayne of the 
English department of the Uni- 
versity of Victoria, when he 
addressed the annual dinner of 
the University Women’s Club in 
Holyrood House. 

Discussing wit and humor, Dr. 
Mayne pointed out that while 
they operate at different levels, 
both appeal to the intellectual 


faculties and utilize similar 
ingredients. 
The first, he said, was an 


irreverance for authority in all 
possible forms. This “‘flouting of 
authority,” usually achieved by 
arousing a sense of superiority, 
often at someone else's expense, 
is a process familiar even to 
children, This kind of humor 
includes slapstick, ethnic jokes 
and cutting sarcasm. 

A joke often: succeeds by 
trespassing beyond the borders 
of a taboo. Hence the decrease 
of dirty jokes. 

He said that most humor 
through the ages has deliber- 
‘ately exploited the awareness of 
the body. and its limitations. 
Dwarfs, tall, spidery giants, and 
fat comics such as Oliver Hardy 
or Falstaff all excite one’s 
amusement. Even the master of 
pathos and comedy, Charlie 
Chaplin, did not blend these 
elements, but kept them distinct

....Wend Their Way to a 100-Year Anniversary 


Saanichton, the heart of the Saanich Peninsula, is the 
site of another favorite Peninsula attraction—the Saanichton 
Fair. Few Victorians realize it was actually founded 100 
years ago. The story is here told by Brock Clayards, a 
Ii-year-old Grade II student at Claremont Senior Secondary 
School. It appears as he wrote it in a school. assignment 
which impressed his — and led to_its submission for 
eae? here.

On the, morning of. the 
first Saturday of October, 
1868, a sturdy Indian war 
canoe was moving to the 
rhythm of four paddles 


_manned by men of the 


Tsartlip reservation. The 10 
passengers, George Thomas, 
J. T. Mciimoyle, P: ‘Imery, 


T. Brown, Henry Simpson, 
Duncan Lidgate, Thomas 
Michell, George Butler, Wil- 
liam Turgoose and William 
Thomson were not on a war 
party, nor were they fish- 
ing. They were going to a 
fair. 

The-year before this, the 
residents of Maple Bay had 
held a very successful fair. 
The delegation from Saanich 
were on their way to see 
what the people of Maple 
Bay had accomplished. 

On their arrival, they 
were royally weléomed and 
wined and dined by_ the 
community. After observing 
the goings. on, they re- 
turned. 

e 

En route, in a somewhat 
more mellow mood, they 
came upon the idea to hold 
their own fair. That day in 
the war canoe, the North 
and South Saanich Agricul- 
tural Society was formed. 
Mr. Butler was named 
secretary, and Mrs. Brown 
was the first president, In 
addition, each of the 10’ men 
contributed five dollars as 
prize money, quite a sum 
for those days, 

In two weeks the first fair 
was ready. It was to be held 
in Mr. Brown's farm, just 
beyond the present Experi- 
mental Farm, near what is 
now McTavish Road. 

The early fairs were a 
joyful. occasion for. all the 
family. Mother and daugh- 
ter worked for weeks in 


advance in their domestic 
and kitchen preparations. 
Father and son were out in 
the fields harvesting their 
best grain and selecting 
their prize vegetables, 

On fair day, usually a 
Saturday or Sunday after 
the harvest, all the families 
from around the peninsula 
would gather on the _fair- 
grounds and the fun would 
begin, 

e 

There would be a table set 
aside for the exhibition of 
grains and vegetables. An- 
othér bernich would feature 
women’s work such as tubs 
of ‘butter, pies, bread and 
embroidery and needlework:' 
Always, in the middle of the 
barn or hall, tiiere stood a 
large keg of beer for 
judging and sampling. In 
addition, each wagon car- 
ried an ample supply of 
cider and beer cooled under 
@ wet canvas cover. 

As the years passed, the 
fair changed location, After 
two years in Mr. Brown's 
barn, it moves to a spot 
near Bannockburn, the 
Thomson residence, After a 
short stay of two years, in 
1872 it was shifted to its 
present location in Saanich- 
ton,.on the East Road.

The character of the fair 
changed as well.. In 1892, 
horse racing was  intro- 
duced. By 1896, as much as 
$25 prize money was. being 
offered for ¢ach, race.

From | this” developed the 
Saanichton horse shows of 
today, ah ever popular 
event at the fair. 

In the early. fifties, the 
carnival atmosphere "began 
to appear.

Similarly, when the school 
crisis was emphasized by 
Msgr. «James C. Donohue, 
director of education for the 
U.S. Catholie Conference, his 
critics uyged the need of 
g*vernment grants. 

One proposal, according to 
The National Catholic Re- 
porter for May 15, was that 
education grants. similar to 
those made to GIs be given to 
parents of children in non- 
public elementary and secon- 
dary schools. 

‘I think it unlikely that any 
American government. will 
offer such aid. In Canada, 
Ontario with its large French 
Canadian population, has 
approved separate school 
grants, but British Columbia 
has made no move to follow 
suit. 

Nor do I think B.C. is likely 
to.

Wearing full ceremonial uni- 
form with medals and sword, 
the rear-admiral said goodbye 
to the Neptune and congratu- 
lated the men of 407 Squadron 
for keeping them operating so 
well, 

He said all forces are ‘‘dedi- 
cated to the protection of our 
territorial integrity. 

“We want to be a sovereign 
nation ... to make sure we as 
Canadians have control of our 
country. The Argus aircraft 
permits us to survey the area 
for which we are responsible.” 

After unveiling the plaque, the 
official party entered a hangar 
where the rear-admiral cut a
